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Fundamentalists  charge  Durham  mayor  with  creating  Sodom-of-the-South 

Anti-Gay  Recall  Bid  Fails  in  North  Carolina

DURHAM,  NC  —  Mayor  Wib 
Gulley,  who  signed  a  proclamation 
in  June  condemning  anti-gay  dis¬ 
crimination,  has  survived  a  recall 
effort  by  a  group  of  Republican 
politicians  and  fundamentalist 
ministers.

That  group,  called  Citizens  for 
Traditional  Moral  Government, 
tried  to  get  Durham  residents  to 
sign  a  petition  calling  for  Gulley’s 
ouster.  Gulley,  an  outspoken  lib¬ 
eral,  was  elected  Durham’s  mayor 
with  the  support  of  a  coalition  of 
Black  and  progressive  white 
political  organizations. 

The  proclamation  at  issue  was 
signed  by  Gulley  in  conjunction 
with  Durham’s  Lesbian/Gay 
Pride  Week  celebration.  In  part,  it 
said:  “Lesbians  and  gay  men  face 
discrimination  in  housing,  em¬ 


dum  on  Gulley’s  removal  from  of¬ 
fice. 

But  on  August  9,  three  ministers 
leading  the  recall  campaign,  the 
Reverends  Donald  Fozard,  Don 
Westbrook  and  Thomas  Branch, 
announced  they  had  failed  in  their 
petition  effort.  They  claimed  that 
14,075  signatures  were  collected  — 
about  1,400  short  of  their  goal. 
But  as  Gulley  supporters  quickly 
pointed  out,  there  was  no  way  of 
knowing  how  many  valid 
signatures  were  really  collected  as 
the  petitions  are  not  public. 

By  far,  the  recall  effort  was  the 
hottest  issue  during  July  Jn 
Durham  —  and  one  of  the  hottest 
issues  in  North  Carolina.  It  forced 
every  civic  leader  —  and  perhaps 
every  voter  —  in  the  city  to  take  a 
position  on  lesbian/gay  rights,  and 
it  put  lesbian/gay  issues  on  the 
agenda  of  the  city’s  progressive  or¬ 
ganizations  for  the  first  time. 


ministers  banded  together  against 
Gulley.  They  were  led  by  the  Rev. 
Donald  Fozard,  who  told  the 
Raleigh  News  &  Observer,  “If 
they  want  to  holler  civil  rights, 
why  not  have  a  Happy  Incest 
Week  and  a  Drunk  Drivers  Week?” 
Fozard  also  claimed  the  current

Carolina  Times,  Bishop  Elroy 
Lewis,  who  heads  the  Alliance, 
compared  the  fundamentalists’  ac¬ 
tions  to  segregation  and  Jim  Crow 
laws  once  aimed  at  Blacks. 

A  Presbyterian  minister,  the 
Rev.  Joseph  S.  Harvard  III,  wrote 
a  four-sentence  resolution  suppor¬ 
ting  Gulley  and  calling  for  just 


Another  Gulley  supporter, 
Pauline  Schultz,  said  she  was  mis¬ 
led  into  signing  her  name  and  forg¬ 
ing  her  husband’s  name  on  a  recall 
petition.  When  questioned  by  a 
reporter,  an  anti-Gulley  organ¬ 
izer  said,  “She  had  eyes;  she  can 
read.” 

The  recall  effort  took  its  most

caused  by  sins  sucn  as  homosex¬ 
uality. 

But  plenty  of  clergy  members 
took  the  mayor’s  side.  Early  in  the 
recall  effort,  a  group  of  18 
Episcopal  clergy  members  paid  for 
an  advertisement  in  Gulley’s  sup¬ 
port. 

Shortly  after  the  ad  ran,  the

ployment,  immigration  policy 
[and]  child  custody;  ...they  are 
targets  of  harassment,  intimida¬ 
tion  and  violent  attack;  ...they 
have  contributed  to  the  spiritual, 
artistic  and  civic  life  of  our  City, 
State  and  Nation. 

“All  people  have  the  right  to 
love  and  live  free  from  bigotry 
violence,  and  fear,”  the  proclama¬ 
tion  continued.  It  then  declared 
June  22-29  “Anti-Discrimination 
Week.” 

The  right-wing  coalition  claimed 
the  proclamation  would  turn 
Durham  into  Sodom-of-the- 
South.  “By  this  proclamation,  the 
mayor  has  given  official  endorse¬ 
ment  to  the  practice  of  homosex¬ 
uality,  which  is  illegal  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  is  immoral,  is 
unBiblical,  and  poses  a  serious 
potential  hazard  to  the  health  and 
general  well-being  of  this  com¬ 
munity,”  said  the  affadavit  filed 
by  the  recall  organization. 

The  group  had  30  days  —  until 
August  9  —  to  get  15,426 
signatures  from  registered 
Durham  voters.  If  successful,  the 
drive  would  have  forced  a  referen¬ 


The  first  person  to  raise  the  roof 
against  the  anti-discrimination 
proclamation  had  been  Dick 
Smith,  a  Republican  real  estate 
salesman  running  for  the  state 
House  of  Representatives.  Even 
before  Gulley  signed  the  pro¬ 
clamation,  Smith  was  calling  for  a 
recall.  “I  don’t  see  why  the  hell 
they  [gay  men  and  lesbians]  should 
be  protected,”  he  told  the  Durham 
Morning  Herald.  “We  are  becom¬ 
ing  a  center  of  homosexual  activity 
in  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina 
and  Virginia.” 

In  the  first  of  several  surreal 
events  that  marked  the  recall 
drive,  Smith  called  the  anti¬ 
nuclear  group  CASH  (Coalition 
for  Alternatives  to  Shearon  Har¬ 
ris)  a  surreptitious  homosexual 
organization.  “I  think  they’re  us¬ 
ing  Shearon  Harris  [a  power  plant 
under  construction  near  Durham] 
as  a  smokescreen  to  distract  atten¬ 
tion  away  from  AIDS,”  he  told 
the  Herald. 

Within  a  few  days,  Durham’s 
religious  leaders  were  lining  up  on 
both  sides  of  the  issue.  A  group  of 
Black  and  white  fundamentalist 


predominately  Black  Interdenom¬ 
inational  Ministerial  Alliance 
released  a  statement  saying, 
“While  we  do  not  condone,  nor 
endorse  immorality  by  any  name, 
we  do  recognize  every  person  as 
created  in  the  image  of  God  and 
having  fundamental  rights  guar¬ 
anteed  by  the  Constitution.” 

In  an  interview  with  the 


treatment  for  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians.  A  diverse  group  of  rabbis, 
Catholic  priests  and  Protestant 
ministers  signed  the  resolution. 

“If  you  start  identifying  people 
because  of  their  lifestyle,  who’s 
next?  Would  it  be  the  Blacks, 
would  it  be  the  Jews?”  asked  the 
Rev.  W.W.  Easley  of  St.  Joseph’s 
AME  Church,  a  Harvard  sup¬ 
porter. 

On  July  26,  the  primarily 
straight,  pro-Gulley  Durham 
Citizens  for  Responsible  Leader¬ 
ship  called  a  press  conference,  ac¬ 
cusing  the  recall  organizers  of  us¬ 
ing  deception  and  harassment  to 
further  their  cause.  Lesbian  ac¬ 
tivist  Merryl  Sloane  said  she  was 
harassed  while  distributing  leaf¬ 
lets.  She  said  a  recall  worker  told 
her,  “We  don’t  want  to  deny  your 
civil  rights;  we  want  you  dead.  We 
want  to  electrocute  you.  We  don’t 
want  you  to  live.” 


bizarre  turn  on  August  1 ,  when  the 
three  fundamentalist  ministers 
leveled  a  new  charge  —  that  Gulley 
was  involved  in  a  conspiracy  to 
bring  the  world’s  biggest  AIDS 
research  center  to  Durham.  The 
reverends  alleged  that  Duke 
University  and  the  North  Carolina 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Health  Project 
were  also  involved  in  the  con¬ 
spiracy. 

Don  Westbrook  said,  “Duke 
University  has  used  this  proclama¬ 
tion  as  a  thermometer”  to  gauge 
public  opinion  about  lesbians  and 
gay  men.  A  mild  reaction,  he  said, 
would  clear  the  way  for  the 
research  center. 

Gulley  called  the  ministers’ 
claims  ridiculous.  “The  recall  ef¬ 
fort  seems  to  get  more  bizarre  each 
day,”  he  said. 

It  will  be  some  time  before  the 
full  effect  of  the  recall  effort  is

Ten  injured 

Mexican  Police  Attack 
Lesbian/Gay  Marchers

MEXICO  CITY  —  Police 
forces  menaced  and  attacked  the 
eighth  annual  Lesbian /Gay  Pride 
March  here,  Saturday,  July  6.  Ten 
persons  were  injured,  none  seri¬ 
ously,  after  police  motorcycles 
drove  into  the  crowd  in  an  unsuc¬ 
cessful  attempt  to  clear  the  street. 
Although  there  is  a  history  of  of¬ 


ficial  surveillance  and  intermittent 
harassment  of  Mexican  gay  mil¬ 
itants  and  their  activities,  this  was 
the  first  time  that  the  march  itself 
had  come  under  attack. 

Like  the  1985  march  (See  GCN, 
Vol.  13,  No.  2),  this  year’s  event 
was  organized  in  several  days’  time 
by  an  ad  hoc  group.  Organizers 


Stepping  up  the  confrontation 


New  Yorkers  Picket  Burger  Dinner; 
Protest  Ends  in  Police  Violence

NEW  YORK  —  Nearly  a  thou¬ 
sand  lesbians  and  gay  men  sang 
“W'e  shall  overcome,”  chanted, 
and  blew  whistles  for  almost  three 
hours  at  Lincoln  Center  Plaza  on 
August  1 1  in  a  noisy,  angry  protest 
against  the  presence  of  U.S.  Su¬ 
preme  Court  Chief  Justice  Warren 
Burger  at  an  American  Bar  Assoc¬ 
iation  dinner  at  the  New  York 
State  Theater. 

Burger  was  one  of  five  Justices 
who  voted,  in  the  case  of  Bowers 
v.  Hardwick,  to  uphold  the  state 
of  Georgia’s  right  to  charge  a  con¬ 
senting  adult  gay  man,  arrested  in 
the  privacy  of  his  home,  with 
“sodomy,”  and  was  author  of  the 


Court’s  majority  opinion  issued 
on  June  30. 

A  high  level  of  confrontation 
marked  this  demonstration,  the 
third  major  protest  by  the  New 
York  lesbian  and  gay  community 
against  the  sodomy  decision.  (See 
GCN,  Vol.  14,  No.  1)  On  three 
separate  occasions,  demonstrators 
bypassed  established  police  lines, 
with  approximately  40  people  slip¬ 
ping  past  about  200  police  officers 
to  gain  entry  to  the  black-tie  din¬ 
ner.  There,  on  the  second  floor 
promenade  of  the  theater,  they  re¬ 
portedly  threw  eggs  at  the 
speaker’s  dais.  Ed  Knudsen,  one 
of  the  first  to  “crash”  the  event,

notified  the  government  of  the 
Distrito  Federal  of  their  plans,  as  is 
the  procedure  in  Mexico,  and  re¬ 
quested  that  the  authorities  make 
all  necessary  preparations  to  in¬ 
sure  the  safety  of  the  demon¬ 
strators. 

Despite  this  notification,  how¬ 
ever,  police  were  an  ominous 
presence  from  the  beginning.  The 
first  demonstrators  who  arrived  at 
the  site  of  the  Monumento  a  los 
Nifios  Heroes  Chapultepec  Park, 
the  customary  starting  point  for 
political  marches  in  the  capital, 
found  a  large  security  squad 
blocking  their  passage  to  the 
march  route.  According  to  a  press 
release  issued  by  the  organizers, 
agents  of  the  Secretaria  de  Gover- 
nacion  (internal  affairs),  poorly- 
disguised  as  journalists,  then  at¬ 
tempted  to  intimidate  the  organiz¬ 
ers  by  claiming  that  the  demon¬ 
stration  would  be  prevented. 

More  and  more  people  kept  ar¬ 
riving,  however,  and  the  crowd 
grew  to  an  estimated  3,000  people. 
Finally,  the  authorities  let  the 
march  proceed,  but  only  down  the 
centermost  lanes  of  the  main  road¬ 
way  of  Paseo  de  la  Reforma. 

The  motorcycle  police,  who 
flanked  the  crowd,  constantly 
threatened  to  hit  the  marchers.  But 
the  violence  did  not  begin  until  de¬ 
monstrators  stopped  to  protest  at 
the  U.S.  embassy,  a  ritual  of  leftist 
marches  here.  The  crowd  ex¬ 
pressed  solidarity  with  the  people

medical  facts  still  ‘irrelevant’ 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  apologized  to  a  medical  researcher  who  says  his 
views  were  misrepresented  in  the  recent  Justice  De¬ 
partment  memo  stating  it  is  legal  to  discriminate 
against  people  with  AIDS. 

According  to  the  New  York  Times,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  had  quoted  Dr.  William  Haseltine  as  stating  that 
AIDS  could  be  transmitted  by  casual  contact. 

In  his  letter  to  the  Justice  Department  requesting 
they  correct  their  error,  Haseltine  said,  “the  remarks 
as  cited  misrepresent  my  views.  To  my  knowledge 
there  is  no  evidence  that  the  transmission  of  the  AIDS 
virus  other  than  by  intimate  sexual  contact  or  ex¬ 
change  of  body  fluids  and/or  organs  has  resulted  in 
infection.  In  my  view  what  is  called  casual  transmis¬ 
sion  such  as  is  likely  to  occur  in  workplace  settings 
will  never  pose  a  significant  risk  to  uninfected  co¬ 
workers.” 

Assistant  Attorney  General  Charles  J.  Cooper  re¬ 
sponded  in  apology,  “we  did  not  intend  to  misrepre¬ 
sent  your  views,  and  I  am  sorry  if  you  have  been 
dragged  into  a  controversy  not  of  your  own  choosing, 
or  of  ours.”  Cooper  went  on,  though,  to  say  that  the 
medical  evidence  was  “fundamentally  irrelevant”  to 
the  Department’s  interpretation  of  anti-discrimina¬ 
tion  law.  According  to  the  Department,  people  with 
AIDS  may  be  considered  handicapped  and  therefore 
are  protected  under  federal  anti-discrimination  laws. 
However,  the  Department’s  memo  stated  that  people 
with  AIDS  could  be  fired  if  their  employer,  reasonably 

or  not,  feared  that  they  would  spread  the  disease.

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Congressman  Barney 
Frank  (D-Mass.)  spoke  sharply  against  the  Justice 
Department  memo  on  Monday,  July  21.  He  called  the 
opinion  “one  of  the  most  intellectually  dishonest  ef¬ 
forts  to  protect  bigotry  to  come  from  a  federal  agency. 
Neither  the  law  nor  the  facts  are  safe  from  violent 
distortion  in  this  latest  example  of  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment’s  pandering  to  the  far  right.  .  ..  Under  this  opi¬ 
nion,  you  could  fire  someone  in  a  wheelchair  on  the 
grounds  that  wheelchairs  were  contagious.  That  is  an 
argument,  by  the  way,  only  slightly  less  plausible 
than  the  one  that  they  have  made  here.” 

Frank  also  noted  that  both  of  the  medical  ex¬ 
perts  quoted  by  the  Department  in  justification  of 
their  conclusions,  Haseltine  and  Myron  Essex,  “have 
repudiated  the  Department's  egregious  misrepre¬ 
sentations  of  their  positions.”

boston  tent  city 

BOSTON  —  A  “Tent  City”  will  be  erected  from 
August  16  through  23  to  protest  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn's  continued  failure  to  adequately  deal  with  the 
city's  housing  crisis.  The  protest  is  being  organized 
by  City  Life  and  the  Jamaica  Plain  Eviction-Free  Zone. 

The  site  for  Tent  City  will  be  an  empty  lot  beside 
the  Bowditch  School  at  90  Green  Street  in  Jamaica 
Plain.  The  school  is  a  public  building  that  the  city 
wants  to  sell  to  a  real  estate  developer  for  $1,000. 
Tent  City  organizers  say  that  the  developer  will  make 
at  least  $350,000  profit  and  that  only  two  of  the  27 
resulting  condominiums  will  be  affordable  for  most 
current  Jamaica  Plain  residents. 

The  tent  raising  activities  will  start  at  12:15  p.m. 
at  the  school.  Mel  King,  who  led  the  Tent  City  in  the 
South  End  during  the  60s  and  70s.  will  help  kick  off 
the  event,  which  will  include  a  short  march  around  the 
neighborhood  and  a  brief  rally  on  the  Bowditch  site.

‘Olympic’  appeal 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Organizers  of  Gay  Games  II 
have  decided  to  once  again  appeal  to  the  Supreme 
Court  for  the  right  to  use  the  word  “Olympic.”  An  in¬ 
junction  granting  exclusive  use  of  the  word  to  the 
United  States  Olympic  Committee  (USOC)  is  currently 
in  effect. 

The  latest  appeal  of  that  injunction  was  defeated 
on  May  22,  but  Games  officials  were  encouraged  by  a 
strongly-worded  dissenting  opinion  written  by  a  con¬ 
servative  Reagan  appointee.  In  his  dissension,  Judge 
Alex  Kozinski  wrote,  “by  giving  the  USOC  exclusive 
possession  of  the  word,  Congress  has  diminished  the 
rights  of  everyone  else,  withdrawing  from  the  public 
domain  a  term  used  by  many,  and  useful  to  more. . .. 
What  [Gay  Games  organizers]  propose  to  do,  after  all, 
lies  at  the  very  heart  of  the  First  Amendment:  they 
wish  to  hold  a  public  event  to  promote  socio-political 
views  some  may  find  offensive.” 

Mary  Dunlap,  attorney  for  Gay  Games,  said,  “We 
hope  the  Supreme  Court  will  look  upon  this  case  as  a 
free  speech  issue  rather  than  just  a  copyright  case. 
Traditionally,  even  the  most  conservative  judges  have 
been  vigilant  in  guarding  First  Amendment  rights  for 
all  groups.” 

In  addition  to  the  free-speech  angle,  Gay  Games 
organizers  contend  that  the  USOC  is  denying  them 
equal  protection  under  the  law.  They  claim  that,  since 
the  USOC  allows  use  of  the  word  by  the  “Police  Olym¬ 
pics,”  “Special  Olympics,”  and  “Dog  Olympics,” 
there  is  no  legal  basis  to  deny  lesbians  and  gay  men 
the  use. 

Gay  Games  II  is  running  in  San  Francisco 
through  August  17  with  almost  3,500  participants.  For

deukmejian  vetoes  anti-discrimination 
bill 

SACRAMENTO,  CA  —  On  July  29,  Governor 
George  Deukmejian  vetoed  a  bill  banning  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  people  with  AIDS  in  employment  and 
housing. 

Support  for  the  bill  came  from  a  wide  variety  of 
sources.  The  Business  Leadership  Task  Force  of  the 
Bay  Area,  representing  a  number  of  large  corpora¬ 
tions  including  Chevron,  Bank  of  America,  and  Levi- 
Strauss,  had  supported  the  bill,  saying,  “overreaction 
to  AIDS,  spurred  by  fears  and  misconceptions  may 
lead  to  hasty  employment  decisions  that  lack  sound 
justification.”  In  addition,  the  bill  had  been  supported 
by  the  Archbishop  of  Los  Angeles,  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Rabbis  of  Southern  California,  and  the 
Acting  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Los 
Angeles. 

In  an  angry  statement  after  the  veto, 
Assemblyman  Art  Agnos,  author  of  the  bill,  said 
Deukmejian  had  also  ignored  warnings  from  nu¬ 
merous  health  officials  “that  AIDS  discrimination  is 
raising  the  AIDS  death  toll  in  our  state,  and  will  also 
end  up  in  increased  Medi-Cal  costing  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars  to  California  taxpayers.” 

Noting  that  the  Governor  had  said  vetoing  the  bill 
would  maintain  a  “more  flexible  administrative  pro¬ 
cess,”  Agnos  said  "the  only  ‘flexibility’  the  Governor 
has  added  is  the  ‘flexibility’  to  discriminate  and  drag 
the  dying  people  through  the  courts  for  the  next 
decade.”

censorship 

IOWA  CITY,  IA  —  The  editors  of  Common  Lives, 
Lesbian  Lives  are  filing  suit  against  the  University  of 
Iowa  for  refusing  to  print  the  latest  issue  of  the 
magazine.  The  editors  charge  prior  censorship  and 
breach  of  contract  in  their  case  against  the  university, 
which  turned  down  issue  #20  because  it  contained 
photos  of  lesbians  having  sex. 

According  to  the  editors,  they  had  been  worried 
there  might  be  trouble  with  the  photos  by  Noel  Furie, 
but  were  assured  by  the  print  service  managers  that 
there  was  no  problem.  However,  just  days  before  the 
issue  was  scheduled  to  be  returned  to  them,  ready  to 
mail  to  subscribers  ,  they  were  informed  the  issue 
could  not  be  printed.  Apparently,  news  of  the  photos 
had  filtered  all  the  way  up  to  top  university  officials 
who  decided  it  was  safest  not  to  print. 

The  editors,  who  note  that  the  Univeristy  seemed 
to  have  no  difficulty  showing  the  films  The  Realm  of 
the  Senses  or  Pasolini’s  Salo,  said  they  have  had  pro¬ 
blems  with  other  printers  as  well.  Thompson-Schorr 
of  Michigan  refused  to  print  any  issue  of  Common 
Lives/Lesbian  Lives  and  a  firm  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa 
refused  to  print  issue  #20.  Common  Lives/Lesbian 
Lives  had  been  printed  by  the  Iowa  City  Women’s 
Press  until  the  latter  went  under. 

A  new  printer,  “in  the  print  business,  not  the 
judgment  business”  was  eventually  found  and  issue 
#20  has  made  its  way  to  subscribers.

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Babets  et.  al  memo  refutes  Governor  Dukakis'  motion 

Court  Hears  Motion  to  Dismiss  Foster  Suit

BOSTON  —  A  motion  by 
Governor  Michael  Dukakis  et  al. 
to  dismiss  the  charges  brought 
against  state  officials  responsible 
for  Massachusetts’  foster  care 
policy  was  heard  in  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  on  July  31.  Judge 
Thomas  Morse  is  expected  to 
make  a  decision  in  September. 

The  suit  being  contested  was 
filed  by  the  following  plaintiffs: 
Donald  Babets  and  David  Jean, 

Mexico  Pride 
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of  Central  America  and  outrage  at 
outside  interference  in  Mexico’s 
internal  affairs,  particularly  from 
agencies  like  the  U.S. -dominated 
International  Monetary  Fund, 
whose  prescription  of  austerity  in 
the  face  of  the  country’s  foreign 
debt  crisis  has  resulted  in  moun¬ 
ting  unemployment  and  ac¬ 
celerating  inflation. 

Motorcycle  police  attempted  to 
prevent  this  demonstration  by 
charging  into  the  crowd.  But  the 
protestors  refused  to  disperse,  in¬ 
stead  occupying  the  four  east- 
bound  lanes  of  the  Paseo  de  la 
Reforma.  Later,  when  marchers 
arrived  at  a  traffic  circle  a  few 
blocks  ahead,  police  again  drove 
into  the  crowd,  this  time  injuring 
ten  people. 

Each  year,  the  main  march  is  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  parallel  march  on 
the  sidewalk.  This  year,  however, 
the  sidewalk  group  left  the  curb  at 
the  beginning  of  the  police  attack 
to  join  the  marchers  in  the  street. 
The  additional  marchers  are  cred¬ 
ited  with  preventing  police  from 
breaking  up  the  crowd. 

After  the  second  police  attack, 
officers  announced  that  the  march 
was  occurring  without  permission. 
When  organizers  presented  a  copy 
of  their  notification  to  the  Distrito 
Federal,  it  was  snatched  out  of 
their  hands.  Veteran  gay  activists 
Ignacio  Alvarez  and  Juan  Jacobo 
Hernandez,  who  had  not  been  in¬ 
volved  in  organizing  the  event, 
reportedly  stepped  forward  to 
calm  the  police.  The  captain  of  the 
force  finally  agreed  to  let  the 
march  proceed,  but  declared  that 
gay  men  and  lesbians  would  not  be 
allowed,  under  any  circumstances, 
access  to  the  Hemiciclo  a  Juarez  in 
the  Alameda  park,  a  traditional 
rally  site. 

The  march  continued,  while  riot 
police  in  school  buses  followed  in 
the  lateral  roadway  of  Paseo  de  la 
Reforma,  pointing  bazookas  at  the 
demonstrators  and  threatening 
them  with  tear  gas.  As  the 
Hemiciclo  was  blockaded  by  about 
300  heavily  armed  police,  the 
marchers  went  to  the  Plaza  de  la 
Solidaridad,  an  empty  block  where 
the  Hotel  Regis  had  stood  before 
last  September’s  earthquake. 

At  an  impromptu  rally  of  5,000 
people  in  the  Plaza,  Alvarez  and 
Hernandez  denounced  the  police 


gay  foster  parents  from  whom  the 
state  withdrew  two  foster  children; 
Kathleen  Piccard  and  Catherine 
Brayden,  who  claim  to  have  been 
detrimentally  affected  by  the 
state’s  foster  care  policy;  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Advocates  and  Defend¬ 
ers;  the  Civil  Liberties  Union  of 
Massachusetts;  and  the  National 
Association  of  Social  Workers. 
The  state’s  foster  care  policy, 
developed  over  a  year  ago  after  ex-

repression  including  continual 
raids  against  prostitutes  and  trans- 
vetites  on  the  streets.  Two  nights 
before,  on  July  4,  police  had  ap¬ 
prehended  60  persons  on  Paseo  de 
la  Reforma.  Hernandez  and  Al¬ 
varez  invited  the  assembled  to  pro¬ 
test  before  the  national  press  and 
accused  the  police  of  provoking 
the  demonstrators,  a  charge  that 
Gobernacibn  subsequently  con¬ 
ceded. 

In  assessing  the  march  the  or¬ 
ganizers’  press  release  applauded 
in  particular  the  demonstrators’ 
bravery:  “The  Movimiento  de 
Liberaci6n  Homosexual  has  de¬ 
monstrated  the  greatest  cohesion 
in  facing  repression  without  giving 
an  inch.  The  demonstrators... have 
expressed  the  validity  of  our 
demands  and  the  determination  to 
obtain  them....  The  future  will  be 
ours  because  we  know  how  to 
struggle  for  it.” 

Alvarez,  however,  had  a  more 
somber  assessment,  in  light  of  the 
disorganization  of  the  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  movement  in  recent  years.  “I 
think  there  is  no  longer  any  group 
who  can  face  bravely  the  police  re¬ 
pression,”  Alvarez  told  GCN. 
“The  Comite  Organizador 
(organizing  committee)  does  not 
have  any  vision  about  how  to  deal 
with  the  police,  or  with  the  gay 
crowd....  They  put  big  dangers  to 
the  gay  marchers.”  Alvarez  also 
claimed,  “If  Juan  Jacobo  Her¬ 
nandez  and  I  hadn’t  been  there, 
I’m  pretty  sure  that  the  police 
would  have  beaten  the  gay  mar¬ 
chers  pretty  badly.” 

Although  this  was  the  most  ex¬ 
treme  example,  repression  is  not 
new  to  the  Mexican  lesbian/gay 
movement:  In  1981,  two  drunken 
policemen  invaded  a  dance  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  now-defunct  Frente 
Homosexual  de  Acci6n  Revolu- 
cionaria,  fired  several  shots  into 
the  ceiling  and  beat  up  two  people 
(See  GCN,  Vol  8,  No.  50).  A  year 
later,  a  paramilitary  gang  attacked 
a  lesbian/gay  rally  supporting  an 
opposition  candidate  for  President 
of  Mexico  (See  GCN,  Vol.  9,  No. 
40),  and  in  late  1983,  Alvarez 
himself  was  brutalized  by  several 
police  agents  as  a  result  of  his 
political  activities  (See  GCN,  Vol. 
11,  No.  27).

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known.  The  day  the  ministers  con¬ 
ceded  defeat,  most  of  the  city’s  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  activists  and  the 
mayor’s  supporters  felt  a  sense  of 
victory.  “It  shows  the  people 
didn’t  get  drawn  into  the 
hysteria,”  said  Gulley  supporter 
Carol  Anderson. 

Some  activists,  however,  fear 
that  the  groundwork  has  been  laid 
for  a  stronger  fundamentalist 
voting  bloc,  with  the  names  gath¬ 
ered  on  the  petition  forming  the 
base  of  a  mailing  list  aimed  at  con¬ 
servative  voters. 

For  lesbians  and  gay  men,  one 
good  thing  is  certain:  the  recall  ef¬ 
fort  has  put  the  lesbian/gay  rights 
issue  on  the  agenda  of  Durham’s 
progressive  groups,  groups  that 


had  by  and  large  avoided  the  issue 
until  the  anti-Gulley  campaign. 
During  nearby  Chapel  Hill’s 
Stonewall  Community  Supper  in 
June,  keynote  speaker  Mab 
Segrest  of  Durham  had  expressed 
a  fear  that  “when  we  bec[o]me 
visible,  ‘progressive’  straights 
[will]  not  be  there  in  support;  that 
we  who  [have]  been  working  and 
organizing  for  a  wide  range  of 
causes  [can]  not  necessarily  count 
on  solidarity  for  ourselves  as 
queers.”  But  the  recall  campaign 
forced  Durham’s  non-gay  liberals 
and  progressives  to  confront 
gay /lesbian  issues.  The  question  is 
whether  the  straight  community’s 
attention  will  continue  now  that 
the  immediate  threat  is  over. 


tensive  media  attention  to  the 
placement  of  children  with  Babets 
and  Jean,  virtually  excludes  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  from  becoming 
foster  parents.  It  delineates  a 
hierarchy  of  preferred  placements 
with  relatives  and  married  couples 
at  the  top  of  the  list.  The  plaintiffs 
charge  this  policy  is  discriminatory 
and  contrary  to  the  state  mandate 
which  requires  the  Department  of 
Social  Services  (DSS)  to  act  in  the 
best  interests  of  foster  children. 
(See  GCN,  Vol.  13,  No.  29) 

Named  as  defendants  in  the  case 
are  Dukakis,  Human  Services  Sec¬ 
retary  Philip  Johnston  and  DSS 
Secretary  Marie  Matava. 
Massachuetts  Attorney  General 
Francis  Bellotti  has  refused  to 
represent  the  state  in  this  case 
because  of  his  own  disagreement 
with  the  policy.  Consequently 
Donald  Stern  of  Hale  and  Dorr 
law  firm  is  representing  the  defen¬ 
dants. 

The  motion  to  dismiss  the  case, 
filed  by  Stern  in  April  of  this  year 
(See  GCN,  Vol.  13,  No.  40),  claims 
“the  Governor  is  not  amenable  to 
suit  in  his  official  capacity  [i.e.  can 
be  sued  as  an  individual,  but  not  as 
Governor];  and  since  there  is  no 
right  to  be  a  foster  parent,  the 
plaintiffs  have  not  been  denied  any 
liberty  interest.”  In  addition,  the 


motion  denies  the  plaintiffs’  asser- 
tfbn  that  the  foster  care  regula¬ 
tions  discriminate  by  creating  a 
mandatory  hierarchy  of  who  can 
be  a  foster  parent.  Instead,  Stern 
claims  that  the  outlined  hierarchy 
is  merely  a  set  of  suggested 
guidelines. 

Represented  by  attorney  An¬ 
thony  Doniger,  Babets  et  al.  have 
filed  a  memorandum  in  opposition 
to  the  motion  to  dismiss.  The  con¬ 
tents  of  this  memorandum,  much 
of  which  was  presented  in  court, 
refutes  the  defendants’  motion  to 
dismiss  the  case  point  by  point. 

According  to  the  memorandum. 
Stern’s  argument  that  the  Gover¬ 
nor  is  not  “amenable  to  suit  in  his 
official  capacity”  is  based  on  a  75- 
year-old  case  (Rice  v.  the  Gover¬ 
nor)  which  has  “no  constitutional 
claims.”  Rice,  which  states  that 
the  Governor  answers  only  to  “his 
conscience”  and  “the  people,” 
implies  that  he/she  is  immune 
from  judicial  action  and  “has  no 
place  in  modern  civil  rights  litiga¬ 
tion,”  states  the  memorandum. 

The  memorandum  does  not 
argue  with  the  defendants’  asser¬ 
tion  that  no  one  has  a  “right”  to  be 
a  foster  parent.  Rather,  becoming  a 
foster  parent  is  a  privilege  that 
should  not  arbitrarily  be  denied  to 
any  group  of  people:  “The

Supreme  Court  has  long  since 
abandoned  the  Tight/privilege 
distinction’  as  a  mode  of  constitu¬ 
tional  analysis.  It  has  been  clear 
that  the  government  cannot, 
without  compelling  justification, 
discriminate  in  the  granting  of  a 
privilege  or  benefit  on  the  basis  of 
an  individual’s  exercise  of  con¬ 
stitutional  rights.” 

In  conclusion,  the  memoran¬ 
dum  states,  “resolution  of  this 
case  at  the  motion  to  dismiss  stage 
would  be  an  inappropriate  and  un¬ 
fortunate  way  of  avoiding  the  ser¬ 
ious  and  important  factual  issues  it 
raises:  whether  the  DSS  policy  fur¬ 
thers  or  hinders,  the  best  interests 
of  the  children  served  by  the  De¬ 
partment;  whether  it  unnecessarily 
invades  protected  privacy  interests 
without  any  rational  justification; 
whether  it  forces  social  workers  to 
act  in  conflict  with  their  profes¬ 
sional  obligations;  and  whether  in 
fact,  it  was  a  result  of  rational 
agency  decision  making  or  a  hasty 
and  frightened  response  to  media 
sensationalism.” 

Doniger  told  GCN  it  was  too 
soon  to  predict  the  outcome  of  the 
case.  “He  [Judge  Morse]  hadn’t 
read  the  brief  [at  the  time  of  the 
hearing].  There  was  no  reading  [at 
the  hearing]  of  where  he  was 
going.” 


to  board  buses,  they  were  abruptly 
and  violently  dispersed  by 
mounted  police  who  rode  directly 
into  the  crowd.  Several 
demonstrators  were  injured,  and 
one  woman  was  taken  by  am¬ 
bulance  to  nearby  St.  Clare’s 
Hospital  after  a  horse  stomped  on 
her  foot. 

The  politics  of  the  protest  rally, 
sponsored  by  the  Coalition  for 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  (CLGR) 
and  endorsed  by  some  75  lesbian, 
gay  and  progressive  organizations, 
included  support  for  both  elec¬ 
toral  campaigns  and  for  direct 
confrontation.  Some  speakers 
stressed  protecting  rights  to 
privacy  while  others  urged  that  the 
community  assert  itself  in  public. 
As  activist  Gina  Alvarez  said,  “We 
are  in  the  street,  and  we  are  here  to 
claim  it.” 

A  new  umbrella  organization, 
called  the  Committee  for  the 
March  on  Washington,  issued  the 
first  public  call  for  a  national  ac¬ 
tion  in  protest  of  the  sodomy  deci¬ 
sion. 

Also  addressing  the  rally  were 
CLGR’s  Buddy  Noro  who  led  a 
chant  of  “Married  or  single,  gay 
or  straight/Sodomy  laws  bring 
fear  and  hate”;  City  Council 
member  Ruth  Messinger;  openly 
gay  State  Senate  candidate  from 
Harlem,  Philip  Reed;  Betty  Powell 
of  the  National  Coalition  of  Black 
Lesbians  and  Gays;  openly  lesbian 
and  gay  male  City  Human  Rights 
Commissioners  Joyce  Hunter  and 
Jim  Levin;  Manhattan  Borough 
President  David  Dinkins;  Jennifer 
Brown,  president  of  NOW/NY; 
and  Marcia  Pally  and  Darrell 
Yates  Rist  of  the  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Alliance  Against  Defamation. 

The  crowd  was  entertained  by 
an  impersonation  of  three 
Supreme  Court  “injustices”: 
“Byron  ‘Whizzer’  Whitebread,” 
“Lewis  ‘Throw  in  the  Towel’ 
Powell”  and  “Warren  ‘the  Big 
Cheese’  Burger.”  These  toe¬ 
tapping  “Supremes”  sang  “Stop 
that  kind  of  love/  Before  you 
break  the  law,”  and  then  “cap¬ 
tured”  a  lesbian  and  a  gay  man 
who  were  “condemned”  to  “50 
years  in  the  missionary  position.” 

A  small  counter -demonstration 
of  approximately  20  fundamen¬ 
talist  Christians  and  Orthodox 
Jews  failed  to  interrupt  the 
demonstration.

I  wish  to  commend  you  on  the  brilliant  way  you 
sequenced  two  stories  on  Monday,  June  30th. 
After  covering  the  Supreme  Court’s  recent 
refusal  to  strike  down  a  Georgia  anti-sodomy 
law,  you  then  segued  into  a  discussion  of  the 
Liberty  Weekend  festivities. 

Whether  intentional  or  inadvertent,  by  doing 
this  you  nonetheless  exposed  the  essential  truth 
that  there  exists  a  great  disparity  between  the  pat¬ 
riotic  image  of  this  country  and  the  statutory  real¬ 
ities  of  the  estimated  30  million  gay  males,  les¬ 
bians  and  bisexuals  who  call  this  place  their 
home. 

It  is  curious  that  in  the  very  same  week  as  the 
country  is  pulling  out  all  stops  to  celebrate  one  of 
its  most  cherished  symbols  to  freedom  and  oppor¬ 
tunity,  it  has  at  the  same  time  further  plugged  up 
basic  human  rights  of  privacy  for  those  who  do 
not  define  themselves  as  heterosexual. 

So  then,  how  does  one  resolve  such  a  contra¬ 
diction?  The  answer  was  an  easy  one  this  week  for 
a  majority  of  justices  on  the  highest  court  in  the 
land.  They  simply  decided  to  replace  Emma 
Lazarus’s  famous  inscription  for  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  —  her  poem  “The  New  Colossus”  — 
with  their  own.  They  are  calling  it  "The  New 
Conservatism”  and  it  reads  as  follows: 

Give  me  your  husbands,  your  wives, 

Your  marriage  partners  coupling  to 
breed  kin. 

The  straight  and  rigid  holding  right- 
wing  views 

Come  these,  like-minded,  sexually 
narrow,  to  me: 

I  dim  my  lamp  from  those  who  don’t 
conform.

Dear  GCN: 

During  a  recent  phone  survey  of  about  a  dozen 
of  my  Gay  friends,  I  was  surprised  to  learn  most 
of  them  had  little  knowledge,  or  had  never  heard 
of  the  American  Foundation  for  AIDS  Research 
(AmFAR).  This  is  the  non-profit  organization 
promoted  nationally  by  Elizabeth  Taylor  and 
other  celebrities  and  served  by  an  advisory  com¬ 
mittee  of  some  of  the  country’s  leading  scientists. 

While  this  terrible  AIDS  epidemic  threatens  to 
decimate  the  Gay  Community  and  become  one  of 
the  century’s  worst  health  crises,  it  is  important  to 
understand  we  are  not  totally  helpless.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  safe  sex  practices  and  volunteer  activities 
to  support  persons  with  AIDS,  we  should  open 
our  check  books  and  contribute  generously  to 
AmFAR  (in  addition  to  local  AIDS  related  sup¬ 
port  services). 

If  every  Gay  person  in  the  country  contributed 
an  amount  as  little  as  twenty  dollars  on  an  annual 
basis,  tens  of  millions  of  dollars  could  be  raised  to 
accelerate  and  compliment  ongoing  AIDS  re¬ 
search.  A  brochure  made  available  to  individuals 
by  request  from  AmFAR  states  that  seventy-five 
percent  of  contributions  are  allocated  directly  to 
research  awards  that  focus  on  the  most  effective 
types  of  research  that  will  lead  to  a  cure,  vaccine 
and  further  understanding  the  AIDS  virus.  The 
remaining  resources  are  concentrated  on  public 
information  programs  and  administrative  costs. 
This  looks  like  a  pretty  good  funding  ratio  to  me. 

From  what  1  read  in  the  media  and  know  from 
personal  job  experience,  government  allocations 
are  very  slow,  taking  as  long  as  twelve  to  eighteen 
months  to  become  activated.  As  we  all  know, 
current  Federal  funding  levels  for  AIDS  are  insuf¬ 
ficient. 

The  wonderful  situation  with  AmFAR  is  that 
they  provide  funds  swiftly,  within  three  months 
of  application,  to  worthy  research  projects. 
However,  enough  of  us  still  are  not  contributing 
to  this  vital  organization.  To  date,  AmFAR’s  lim¬ 
ited  resources  have  enabled  this  organization  to 
grant  less  than  two  million  dollars.  I  believe  we 
can  do  much  better  than  that.  If  you  haven’t 
made  a  contribution,  please  make  a  financial 
commitment  to  this  crucial  organization.  Tell 
your  friends  about  AmFAR!  Time  is  of  the 
essence  as  the  AIDS  virus  time  bomb  reaps 
human  tragedy  at  an  exponential  rate.

Hiroshima:  A  Korean  Perspective

Around  the  anniversaries  of  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  bombings,  conscientious  and 
responsible  people  gather  around  the  world  to  hold  ceremonies,  demonstrations,  or  rallies. 
We  gather  to  remember  and  mourn  the  tragedy  of  the  Japanese  victims,  and  to  say  “Never 
Again!”  But  in  most  of  these  occasions  perhaps  the  most  tragic  aspect  of  Hiroshima  and 
Nagasaki  goes  unnoticed.  On  the  days  when  the  horrors  of  nuclear  destruction  were  wit¬ 
nessed  for  the  first  time  in  history,  there  were  about  100,000  Koreans  living  in  these  cities. 
Most  of  them  were  brought  to  Japan  in  forced  mobilization  by  Japanese  war  machinery  to 
work  in  the  munition  factories,  naval  shipyard,  and  army  air  fields.  Most  Korean  victims 
were  at  or  near  the  epicenter  since  these  military  installations  were  the  primary  targets  of  the 
bombing.  Of  100,000  Korean  victims,  about  50,000  were  killed  immediately  after  the  blast, 
which  account  for  one  quarter  of  the  total  Hiroshima-Nagasaki  fatalities.  Many  more  died 
thereafter  in  the  slow  agony  of  radiation  diseases.  At  present  30,000  survivors  are  in  South 
Korea  and  8,000  in  Japan. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  sufferings  of  the  Korean  A-bomb  vicitms  are  due  to 
Japanese  imperialistic  aggression  on  them.  Nevertheless,  Japanese  government 
systematically  evaded  its  responsibilities  to  make  up  for  the  sufferings  it  had  caused.  Of  the 
8,000  Korean  victims  living  in  Japan,  only  2,200  received  medical  aid  from  the  government. 
Many  Korean  victims  are  not  even  recognized  as  A-bomb  victims.  In  its  discriminatory 
policy  against  the  Koreans  in  Japan,  the  Japanese  government  requires  two  Japanese 
witnesses  to  be  declared  as  an  A-bomb  victim.  Korean  witnesses  are  not  accepted,  and  since 
many  Koreans  had  only  Koreans  around  them  at  the  time  of  the  blast,  they  cannot  be  proved 
as  “bona  fide”  victims  and  are  not  eligible  for  the  government  compensations.  Of  those  vic¬ 
tims  returned  to  Korea  only  254  received  free  medical  treatment  in  Japan  through  the  treat¬ 
ment  program  Japanese  government  started  in  1981 .  Before  then  no  treatment  was  provided 
at  all. 

Perhaps  the  most  telling  symbol  of  Japanese  injustice  is  the  Korean  A-bomb  Victims 
Memorial  standing  outside  the  Peace  Park  in  Hiroshima.lt  had  to  be  put  there  because  the 
Hiroshima  city  government  refused  to  include  it  within  the  Peace  Park.  The  ostensible  ex¬ 
cuse  given  is  “lack  of  space.”  To  those  Koreans  living  in  poverty  and  sickness,  the  annual 
well-publicized  ceremony  and  demonstration  held  at  the  Peace  Park  must  ring  empty,  if  not 
appear  as  hypocritical  rituals. 

For  Koreans  the  nuclear  ordeal  did  not  end  at  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki.  The  entire 
Korean  peninsula  has  become  the  most  volatile  nuclear  flashpoint  in  the  world,  and  60 
million  Korean  people  are  caught  as  unwilling  hostages  at  the  nuclear  front  line.  Let  me 
mention  a  few  of  the  frightening  statistics. 

•  There  are  over  600  nuclear  weapons  in  Korea  deployed  by  the  United  States  without  the 
consent  of  the  Korean  people  or  their  parliament. 

•  The  total  destructive  power  of  these  weapons  may  be  as  much  as  30  megatons.  Considering 
that  the  Hiroshima  bomb  was  12.5  kilotons,  these  weapons  are  more  than  enough  to  reduce 
2,000  Hiroshimas  into  radioactive  ashes. 

•  These  weapons  are  under  operational  control  of  U.S.  command  in  South  Korea,  and  the 
U.S.  may  use  them  without  consulting  Koreans,  unlike  in  Western  Europe  where  there  must 
be  prior  consultation  with  all  of  the  U.S.  allies  concerned. 

•  Every  spring  the  largest  military  exercise  in  the  world  called  Team  Spirit  is  held  in  South 


Korea,  involving  some  200,000  troops  from  South  Korea,  the  U.S.,  and  Japan.  Rapid 
deployment  and  massive  assault  tactics  are  drilled  simulating  the  use  of  a  comprehensive  ar¬ 
ray  of  nuclear  weapons  such  as  Pershing  II  and  Tomahawk  cruise  missiles. 

•  According  to  the  5-year  Defense  Plan  released  by  Caspar  Weinberger  in  1983,  the  U.S.  has 
contingency  plans  for  fighting  two-and-a-half  wars.  What  this  entails  is  that  in  the  event  of 
U.S. -Soviet  conflict  in  Europe  or  the  Middle  East,  the  U.S.  will  open  other  fronts  to  divide 
and  surround  Soviet  forces. 

•  On  June  17th  of  this  year  in  a  speech  given  at  the  U.S.  Naval  Academy,  the  DOD  Secretary 
of  Policy  and  Planning  Solomon  stated  that  in  the  event  of  U.S. -Soviet  war  in  Europe,  the 
U.S.  will  open  the  second  front  in  the  Fair  East.  Korea  obviously  is  the  place  where  the  se¬ 
cond  front  battles  will  be  fought.  Judging  from  the  scope  and  content  of  the  annual  Team 
Spirit  exercises  and  the  existing  nuclear  arsenal  on  the  Korean  soil,  this  second  front  war 
may  well  lead  to  nuclear  devastation  of  the  entire  Korean  peninsula  and  may  escalate  into 
the  last  World  War  on  this  planet. 

On  the  Hiroshima  anniversary  last  year,  the  mayors  of  the  cities  from  23  nations 
around  the  world  issued  a  statement  saying,  “Hiroshima  is  not  only  an  event  of  the  past  but 
a  warning  to  the  future  of  mankind.”  When  we  remember  Hiroshima  every  year,  we  must 
remember  the  most  tragic  victims  of  the  event:  the  Koreans  who  were  the  victims  of 
Japanese  aggression,  who  were  forced  to  leave  their  home  and  family  to  work  for  their  ag¬ 
gressor’s  war  and  live  in  the  slums  and  concentration  camps  of  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki, 
who  became  the  victims  of  nuclear  holocaust  as  the  result  of  the  war  their  aggressor’s  staged, 
and  who  remain  neglected  and  abandoned  by  the  unrepentant  Japanese  to  live  in  poverty 
and  sickness. 

Hiroshima-Nagasaki  is  almost  an  abstraction.  The  reality  is  Korea.  Thus  when  we 
shout  “No  more  Hiroshima!”  as  a  warning  to  the  future  of  the  human  race,  the  place  to 
look  is  not  Hiroshima  or  Nagasaki  but  Korea  where  60  million  lives  are  put  on  the  nuclear 
front  line  against  their  will,  and  where  worldwide  nuclear  holocaust  is  most  likely  to  start  if 
there  is  ever  to  be  one. 

To  save  the  world  from  this  unimaginable  tragedy,  the  U.S  must  participate  in  the 
peacemaking  process  in  Korea  instead  of  deploying  more  dangerous  nuclear  wealpons  and 
staging  tension-intensifying  war  games.  As  a  first  step,  the  U.S.  must  withdraw  all  of  its 
nuclear  weapons  from  Korea.

Morrissey  Moans  while  Fans  Rush  the  Stage 


The  Smiths  in  concert  at  Great 
Woods  Performance  Center  in 
Mansfield,  Mass.,  on  August  5.

When  I  was  offered  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  review  The  Smiths 
August  5,  Boston-area  concert,  I 
was  excited  by  the  prospect.  As  a 
queer  college  student,  I  first  heard 
about  the  band  from  an  apart¬ 
ment-mate  who  had  lived  in  Lon¬ 
don  for  a  year.  1  listened  to  their 
record  with  rapt  attention:  here 
was  a  group  singing  my  life:  the 
lonliness  of  a  closeted  existence, 
the  anxiety  of  coming  out,  of  go¬ 
ing  out  to  clubs,  relationships, 
S-E-X.  1  swore  by  them. 

The  Smiths  provided  a  catharsis 
for  all  the  sadness  and  frustration  I 
felt  at  my  drifting  away  from  fami¬ 
ly  and  straight  friends.  Their  music 
felt  personal  and  private,  their 
melodic  dissonance  echoing  the 
dissonace  in  my  own  separate 
existences.  The  tension  between 
the  music  and  the  vocals  of  lead 
singer  Morrissey  seemed  to  express 
the  battle  inside  myself  over  identi¬ 
ty  and  relationships.  The  complex¬ 
ity  of  the  lyrics,  their  delivery,  and 
the  arrangements  reflected  the 
complexity  of  my  life  and  the  pos¬ 
sibilities,  and  doubts,  of  my 
future. 

The  trip  to  the  Great  Woods 
Performance  Center,  on  the  far 
edge  of  the  Boston  suburbs, 
started  late;  I  was  already  anxious. 
I  had  been  waiting  to  see  The 
Smiths  for  two  years.  Would  ev¬ 
erything  work  out?  Would  the 
press  tickets  really  be  there?  Well, 
when  smoke  started  to  rise  from 
the  hood  of  the  ancient  auto  we 
were  driving  in,  I  couldn’t  believe 
my  rotten  luck.  Fortunately  we 
broke  down  not  far  from  Great 
Woods. 

While  someone  called  a  cab,  I 
regretted  1  had  quit  smoking, 
cursed  the  car,  the  owner  and  my 
date,  and  generally  made  a  great 
display  of  my  distress.  While 
waiting,  the  thought  occurred  to 
me  that  this  was  a  thoroughly  ap¬ 
propriate  way  to  arrive  at  the  con¬ 
cert:  my  misery  was  consistent 
with  The  Smiths’  world  view.  It 
was  right  that  1  should  suffer,  I 
thought.  I’ll  be  able  to  feel  the 
lyrics  more  strongly.  Hell,  I 
thought,  I  should  be  singing. 

When  we  finally  got  to  Great 
Woods,  Phranc,  the  opening  act, 


had  begun.  People  were  clapping 
along  without  prompting;  Phranc 
was  having  a  good  time  and,  soon, 
so  was  I.  (See  Ann  Fry’s  review  of 
Phranc’s  set  on  page  7.) 

In  the  break  before  the  main 
event,  I  took  a  walk  around  to  see 
what  kind  of  audience  The  Smiths 
had  attracted.  According  to  the 
Boston  Globe,  8,700  people  were, 
there,  more  than  three  times  the 
number  at  the  last  concert.  From 
where  I  was  sitting,  teenagers  were 
in  the  majority:  bleached-white 
blonds  and  dyed  black-haired  ones 
trying  to  look  sinister. 

The  dimming  of  the  lights 
brought  me  back  to  my  seat  and 
focused  my  attention  once  more 
on  the  stage.  I  stood  up  silently 
and  waited.  It  felt  like  church.  The 
music  started,  a  taped  operatic 
piece  of  a  woman  singing.  Sudden¬ 
ly,  flood  lights  directed  at  the  au¬ 
dience  blinded  me,  making  me  all 
the  more  eager  to  look.  I  began  to 
feel  as  if  I  were  taking  part  in  some 
giant  behavior  modification  pro¬ 
gram.  But  when  the  opening 
chords  to  “How  Soon  is  Now”  be¬ 
came  audible,  the  excitement  fi¬ 
nally  reached  me.  There  he  was, 
head  downcast,  looking  reticent 
and  forlorn  and  awkward,  dressed 
in  jeans,  bright  yellow  oversized 
shirt  and  red-checked  jacket. 

The  energy  level  that  night  was 


high.  Morrissey  danced  back  and 
forth  around  the  stage  —  more  like 
a  dervish  than  an  entertainer  — 
swinging  the  microphone  cord  like 
a  boa  and  using  his  shirt  as  a  most 
effective  prop,  baring  his  pale 
British  breast.  People  were  danc¬ 
ing  in  the  aisles  and  kids  were 
climbing  on  stage  and  either  hurl¬ 
ing  themselves  off  or  being  hurled 
off  by  the  bouncers. 

The  Smiths  filled  the  hour-and- 
a-half  set  with  little  talk  and  a  lot 


of  songs,  the  majority  taken  from 
their  last  two,  more  danceable, 
albums.  The  band  was  excellent, 
including  new  guitarist  Craig  Gan¬ 
non:  they  interacted  well  on  stage 
and  it  looked  like  they  were  having 
a  good  time.  After  two  encores 
and  a  tired-sounding  “Bigmouth 
Strikes  Again,”  the  show  ended 
and  we  retraced  our  steps  to  the 
taxi  stand  where  our  cab  driver 
was  waiting  for  us.  She  took  us 
back  to  the  parking  lot  where  we 
had  abandoned  the  ’68  Cougar. 


The  two  teenage  women  we  rode 
with  told  me  they  thought  Mor¬ 
rissey  was  cute.  When  I  asked 
them  what  they  thought  of  the 
music,  I  was  surprised  that  they 
especially  liked  the  lyrics.  How 
could  these  young  people  be  so 
miserable?  It  seems  as  though 
depression  has  been  romanticized 
in  pop  culture.  Which  brings  me  to 
the  point  of  this  review,  a  critique 
of  the  problems  raised  by  seeing 
The  Smiths  in  concert. 

The  most  striking  thing  about 
the  show  was  the  incongruity  of 
the  content  of  the  songs  and  the 
presence  of  such  a  large  enthu¬ 
siastic  audience.  Surely  Morrissey 
recognizes  the  irony  in  his  singing 
about  his  unloved  and  uncared-for 
status  in  front  of  a  crowd  of  cheer¬ 
ing  fans.  Maybe  it  isn’t  even  a  pro¬ 
blem;  they’re  getting  rich,  after  all. 
With  the  shadow  of  success  fol¬ 
lowing  so  closely  on  Morrissey’s 
self-sorrow  and  pessimism,  I  can’t 
help  but  wonder  if  The  Smiths  can 
continue  writing  sad  songs  and  still 
retain  their  credibility. 

Even  at  the  concert  this  contra¬ 
diction  was  apparent.  The  Globe 
reported  that  the  band  had  re¬ 
quested  security  staff  to  allow  the 
crowd  to  come  up  to  the  stage. 
This  served  to  emphasize  the  sep¬ 
aration  between  the  artist  and  the 
audience,  and  also  the  desire  of  the 
audience  to  get  closer  to  its  star. 
Morrissey  manipulated  this 
distance,  exposing  the  difficulty  of 
his  task  to  sound  honest  and  keep 
his  mystique  intact.  The  power  to 


cross  the  boundary  was 
Morrissey’s  and  he  exploited  it, 
reaching  out  to  selectively  touch 
an  eager  hand  with  his  own.  When 
a  kid  actually  managed  to  get  on 
the  stage,  Morrissey  retreated  a 
few  steps  looking  frightened,  while 
bodyguards  tossed  the  intruder. 

The  antagonism  of  The  Smiths’ 
lyrics  were  also  much  more  im¬ 
mediate  when  actually  delivered  in 
person.  Listening  to  a  record,  the 
accusatorial  “you”  can  mean 
“society,”  “the  establishment,” 


etc,  not  necessarily  yourself.  But 
when  the  singer  is  in  front  of  you, 
facing  you  across  the  stage,  the 
“you”  all  of  a  sudden  becomes 
very  personal.  When  Morrissey 
sang  “Ask  me  why  and  I’ll  spit  in 
your  eye”  and  “In  my  life  why  do 
I  smile  at  people  who  I’d  much 
rather  kick  in  the  eye,”  I  felt  he 
meant  me,  too.  So  here  I  was 
thinking  I  was  going  to  feel  closer 
and  I  actually  felt  further  away 
than  ever.  The  band’s  specific  re¬ 
quest  that  no  interview  be  given  to 
the  gay  press  didn’t  help  either.  In 
one  sense,  this  only  confirms  the 
isolation  expressed  in  the  music. 
But  it  does  pose  questions  about 
The  Smiths’  future  musical 
development. 

The  Smiths  offered  a  slight 
change  in  tone,  from  their  om¬ 
nipresent  gloom  to  a  sardonic 
humor,  on  their  latest  album  and 
there  might  be  more  changes  in 
store.  But  already  they  have  pro¬ 
duced  four  albums  with  variations 
on  the  same  themes.  The  Smiths 
are  obviously  dedicated  to  their 
present  work.  And  for  no  unwor¬ 
thy  reason.  This  group  gets  people 
through  some  pretty  rough  shit.  So 
many  of  their  songs  lament  the 
failure  of  relationships  and  the 
fear  of  crossing  the  gulf  between 
persons,  a  profoundly  felt  senti¬ 
ment  in  these  days  and  not  one  to 
take  too  lightly.  Perhaps  The 
Smiths  may  be  the  new  age  blues 
singers  and  Morrissey  the  Billie 
Holiday  of  the  ’80s. 

Overall,  The  Smiths’  concert 


was  a  mixed  bag:  well  performed, 
yet  ultimately  disappointing.  I 
don’t  see  how  it  could  have  been 
otherwise.  I  don’t  regret  going  and 
I  would  see  them  again  in  a  smaller 
venue.  1  guess  it’s  always  going  to 
be  a  problem  to  experience  such 
personal  music  in  a  public  setting. 

I’ll  remember  the  concert  and 
the  trip  in  the  car.  And  I’ll  keep  my 
hope  that  The  Smiths  can  continue 
to  be  creative. 


With  the  shadow  of  success  following  so  closely  on 
Morrissey's  self -sorrow  and  pessimism ,  I  can't  help 
but  wonder  if  the  Smiths  can  continue  writing  sad 
songs  and  still  retain  their  credibility .

Despite  skepticism  in  our  own 
community  as  to  Phranc’s 
credibility  in  light  of  her  choice  to 
tour  with  the  cult  British  band, 
The  Smiths,  —  which  entails  play¬ 
ing  for  predominately  straight, 
teenage  audiences  —  Phranc  is  on 
her  way  to  becoming  a  phenom¬ 
enon  on  the  popular  music  circuit. 
A  self-defined,  self-proclaimed 
“basic,  all-American,  Jewish,  les¬ 
bian  folksinger,”  she  is  proving 
her  appeal  outside  of  the  les- 
bian/gay  community.  The  ques¬ 
tion  is:  Is  Phranc  alienating  lesbian 
listeners  by  stepping  out  into  the 
mainstream? 

At  this  particular  concert, 
Phranc  played  to  a  partially  full 
audience  of  sullen-faced  teenagers 
dressed  in  funeral  attire,  most  of 
whom  were  there  to  plight  their 
troth  to  The  Smiths.  She  walked 
onstage,  looking  unmistakenly 
butch,  her  flat -top  haircut  com- 
pelmented  by  a  red  plaid  shirt,  fad¬ 
ed  jeans  and  combat  boots,  and 
proceeded  to  sing  “Blood  Bath,” 
a  song  disclaiming  apartheid.  In¬ 
itially,  the  audience  reacted  with 
lethargy,  many  were  still  in  the 
process  of  taking  their  seats,  but 
song  by  song,  mostly  catchy  tunes 
of  social  commentary,  this 
woman-with-guitar  won  them 
over.  Surprisingly,  the  two  times 
Phranc  said  the  word  lesbian 
onstage  she  received  the  most 
positive  audience  approval  (and 
you  can’t  tell  me  all  those  kids  in 
the  audience  were  dykes  and  fags). 
Only  once  did  some  audience 
members  appear  disgruntled,  and 
that  was  in  response  to  a  satirical 


ditty  about  the  Pope  called 
“Caped  Crusader”:  “Move  over 
Captain  America/  Step  aside  In¬ 
credible  Hulk/  Make  way  for  the 
Caped  Crusader/  The  one  they  call 
the  Pope.”  These  lines  elicited  a 
few  stray  catcalls  from  the  au¬ 
dience. 

Phranc’s  repertoire  consists  of 
simple,  satirical  folksongs  and 
some  more  serious  ballads.  Her 
material  is  drawn  partially  from 
everyday  curtent  events,  much 
having  to  do  with  minority 
discrimination.  She  has  a  way  of 
poking  at  listeners’  prejudices 
through  silly  lyrics  in  songs  such  as 
“Don’t  Park  in  the  Handicapped 
Spots”  (“So  unlesss  you  are 
disabled/  Go  find  your  car  - 
another  stable..”)  and  Ballad  of  a 
Dumb  Hairdresser”  (“...she’s  no 
dumb  cookie...”).  In  an  interview 
with  GCN  Phranc  explained  that 
she  often  writes  out  of  a  sense  of 
“being  angry  about  what  is  going 
on  in  the  world”  and  the  feeling 
that  the  only  thing  one  person  can 
do  to  foster  change  is  to  talk  about 
the  situation. 

What  Phranc’s  material  lacks 
in  complexity,  she  makes  up  for  in 
the  integrity  and  energy  of  her  per¬ 
formance.  The  audience  at  the 
Great  Woods,  at  first  indifferent, 
quickly  warmed  to  songs  like 
“Amazons”  (“Oh,  give  me  a  pair 
of  pectorals  like  Diana 
Nyad...”),  a  tribute  to  female 
athletes,  and  “One  of  the  Girls,” 
a  very  personal  song  about 
Phranc’s  experiences  on  a  swim 
team  in  college.  The  last  line  of  this 
song,  “...and  they’re  proud  to 
know  a  real,  live  lesbian,”  received 
resounding  applause  from  the  au¬ 
dience).  She  even  got  them  to  go 
along  with  a  call-and-response  sing 
along  in  her  song  “Female  Mud- 
wrestling.” 

Phranc  began  her  musical  car¬ 
eer  as  a  teenager,  performing  in 
women’s  coffeehouses  in  the 
strong,  close-knit  women’s  com¬ 
munity  of  Los  Angeles.  She  credits 


this  “junior  lesbian  upbringing” 
with  instilling  in  her  the  con¬ 
fidence  to  come  out  to  literally 
thousands  of  people  in  every  con¬ 
cert  performance.  Phranc  told 
GCN :  “It’s  important  for  the 
general  public  to  see  a  lesbian  as 
being  out  there  in  the  real  big 
world,. .  .doing  my  job,  being 
what  I  am  and  who  I  am  and  not 
compromising  any  of  my  integrity 
or  self-respect,  and  doing  what  I 
believe  in.” 

Phranc  spoke  of  criticism  aimed 
at  her  mostly  from  the  women’s 
community  that  she  may  be  “sell¬ 
ing  out”  through  her  self-mar¬ 
keting  to  the  mainstream.  She  is 
quick  to  point  out,  however,  that 
she  composed  all  of  the  songs  on 


her  album  except  one,  produced, 
art  directed  and  paid  for  her 
recently  released  first  album  entit¬ 
led  Folksinger.  When  asked  what 
kind  of  exposure  she  hopes  to  at¬ 
tain  with  this,  her  first,  national 
tour,  Phranc  explained  her  desire 
to  play  to  every  different  kind  of 
audience  and  with  diverse  bands 
because  different  people  have  dif¬ 
ferent  things  to  say.  She  described 
the  thrill  of  playing  for  women- 
only  audiences,  but  added: 
“Those  women  hear  and  say  the 
word  lesbian  all  the  time.  They 
don’t  need  it  as  much”  as  the 
adolescents  and  college  crowds  she 
is  playing  for  now  on  The  Smiths 
tour. 

Phranc,  it  seems,  is  on  a  kind 


of  one  woman  crusade  to  open  the 
eyes  of  thousands  of  music 
listeners  to  the  existence  of  les¬ 
bians.  When  asked  if  this  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  her,  Phranc  replied:  “It’s 
important  for  them  to  hear  the 
word  lesbian ...  I  feel  like  a  lot  of 
the  reasons  that  I  play  to  mix¬ 
ed/straight  audiences ...  is  ’cause 
there’s  people  out  there  who  ain’t 
gonna  get  to  hear  the  word  any 
other  way.”  In  effect,  what 
Phranc’s  presence  in  the 
mainstream  music  business  will 
hopefully  achieve  is  a  new  kind  of 
visibility  for  lesbians  in  the  world 
at  large  and  the  beginning  of 
breaking  down  the  seemingly  ter¬ 
minal  barriers  between  “us”  and 
“them.”

Boston  Preview  of  Gay  Games'  Cultural  Week 


Complex,  Lyrical  Dance 


Conference  Call.  A  dance  perfor¬ 
mance  with  Alvin  Mayes,  Jeffrey 
Pike,  David  Wolfe  and  guest  artist 
Patrick  Kelly.

As  a  preview  to  performances 
during  Cultural  Week  of  Gay 
Games  II,  dancer/choreographers 
Alvin  Mayes  of  Washington, 
D.C.,  David  Wolfe  of  New  York 
and  Jeffrey  Pike  of  Boston 
presented  individual  and  collective 
works  on  August  2,  1986  at  the 
Cambridge  Multicultural  Arts 
Center.  The  evening’s  perfor¬ 
mance  was  designed  to  raise  funds 
for  Boston’s  Gay  Games  par¬ 
ticipants. 

The  first  work  on  the  program, 
“Conference  Call,”  is  an  explora- 


performers  then  teaches  the  others 
their  part  which  he  has  choreo¬ 
graphed,  barking  the  instructions 
as  only  dance  masters  do.  Finally, 
the  dancers  realize  their  aim  and 
end  the  work  dancing  in  unison. 

The  problems  with  this  work  are 
evident  despite  its  value  as  pleasant 
entertainment.  The  piece  had  ob¬ 
viously  not  been  given  enough  re¬ 
hearsal  time,  resulting  in  some 
minor  glitches  and  in  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  the  dancers  were  less  than 
strong  technically  (a  view  modified 
somewhat  during  the  other 
works).  In  addition,  the  choreo¬ 
graphers  were  not  entirely  suc¬ 
cessful  in  taking  relatively  mun¬ 
dane  events  in  our  lives  and  trans¬ 
ferring  them  with  dramatic  flare  to 
the  stage. 


given  this  drastic  change.  The 
movement  Wolfe  employs  is  com¬ 
plex,  lyrical,  and  performed  with  a 
masterly  technique  by  guest  artist 
Patrick  Kelly,  who  is  a  joy  to 
watch. 

The  most  enjoyable  piece  on  the 
program  was  Jeffrey  Pike’s  “One 
Step,”  a  humorous  exploration  of 
the  road  to  maturity.  Dressed  in  a 
baseball  uniform,  Pike  progresses 
from  carefree  childhood  to  ration¬ 
al  adulthood  using  a  vocabulary 
which  incorporates  movement 
from  the  athletic  field  as  well  as  the 
dance  studio  (Pike  was  involved 
with  college  athletics  before  in¬ 
juries  forced  a  transition  to 
dance).  With  wit,  excellent  acting 
skills  and  impressive  technique, 
Pike,  who  dances  with  Boston’s

tion  Of  the  difficulties  involved  not 
only  in  artistic  collaboration,  but 
also  in  simply  communicating  over 
long  distances.  The  dancers, 
dressed  in  street  clothes,  enter  and 
perform  individually  to  the  repet¬ 
itious  drone  of  music  by  Paul 
Seymour.  While  performing,  they 
strip  down  to  t-shirts  and  tights 
while  talking  (yes  talking  —  it  is 
the  thing  to  do  in  modern  dance 
these  days)  about  their  work  over 
imaginary  telephones.  Each  of  the 


Originally,  the  second  work  on 
the  program,  David  Wolfe’s 
“Facades:  Made  for  Love”  was  set 
to  Bach’s  “Saint  Matthew’s  Pas¬ 
sion”  the  text  of  which  was  to  be 
used  as  a  “metaphor  for  issues  in 
the  lives  of  gay  men.”  A  few  days 
before  the  performance,  however, 
Wolfe  changed  his  mind  and 
decided  to  set  the  piece  to  music  by 
Phillip  Glass.

In  the  summer  movie  genre  it  is  a 
given  that  the  lowest  common  denom- 
enator  will  rule,  that  jokes  will  be  dumb 
(and  the  female  characters  even  dumb¬ 
er)  and  that  boys  will  be  boys.  But  amid 
the  slashers  and  the  beach  bouncers 
this  season  is  a  surprise:  Stand  by  Me. 

At  first  glance  Stand  by  Me  did  not 
look  that  promising.  Directed  by  Rob 
Reiner  (who  did  the  sophomoric  The 
Sure  Thing,  as  well  as  the  ingenious 
This  is  Spinal  Tap)  it  is  based  upon  a 
Stephen  King  novella,  The  Body,  and  is 
about  four  12-  and  13-year-old  boys 
coming  of  age  on  a  weekend  in  the 
woods.  Yawn.  But  instead  of  another 
boy-bonding  movie,  Reiner  has  fash¬ 
ioned  a  beautifully  photographed  and 
superbly  acted  drama  of  four  people, 
boys  in  the  specific  case,  learning  to 
deal  with  death. 

Set  in  a  small  Oregon  town  in  1960, 
Stand  by  Me  is  primarily  the  story  of 
Gordie  (Wil  Wheaton),  who  wants  to 
grow  up  to  be  a  writer,  and  his  friend¬ 
ship  with  Chris  Chambers  (River 
Phoenix),  a  more  rough-and-tumble 
type  who  is  Gordie’s  major  fan  and  sup¬ 
port.  They,  with  their  two  friends  Teddy 
(Corey  Feldman)  and  Vern  (Jerry 
O’Connell),  spend  a  night  and  two  days 
looking  for  the  body  of  a  boy  their  own 
age  who  has  been  killed  by  a  train. 

On  a  basic  level  the  film  is  enjoyable 
for  its  minute  attention  to  remembered 
and  nostalgic  detail:  the  boys’  speech 
patterns,  the  background  music,  the  TV 
theme  songs  that  they  sing  to  one 
another,  are  all  perfect.  Reiner  has  an 
eye  and  an  ear  that  is  exact  in  its  evoca¬ 
tion  of  both  period  and  feeling.  But 
beneath  that,  Stand  by  Me  is  a  very 
moving  tale  of  what  happens  when  we 
are  suddenly  faced  with  the  unex¬ 
pected  presence  of  death:  especially 
the  death  of  people  our  own  age.  The 
film  makes  no  big  statements  and 
never  hits  you  over  the  head  with  any  of 
its  ideas,  anything  it  has  to  say  is  deftly 
woven  into  the  relationships  and  the 
situations  it  presents.  All  four  leads  are 
great  and  it  is  their  work  together  — 
especially  Wheaton  and  Phoenix  as 
Gordie  and  Chris  —  which  brings  a 
solid  emotional  depth  to  Stand  by  Me. 

It’s  unusual  to  see  males,  even  boys, 
portrayed  with  much  sensitivity  in  films 
and  so,  along  with  the  release  of  Stand 
by  Me,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  also  see  Mehdi 
Charff’s  Tea  in  the  Harem.  Set  in  the 
suburbs  of  contemporary  Paris,  Tea  in 
the  Harem  examines  the  relationship 
between  Pat  (Remi  Martin),  a  native 
Frenchman,  and  Madjid  (Kader 
Boukhanef),  an  Algerian. 

Much  of  the  film  is  a  detached, 
almost  anthropological,  look  at  the 
lives  of  the  women  and  men,  both  white 
and  of  color,  who  live  in  the  slums  and 
housing  projects  outside  of  Paris.  The 
interplay  between  the  two  males  is 
thoughtful,  although  the  director  has 
banished  any  eroticism  from  their  emo¬ 
tional  and  physical  interchanges. 

Unlike  Stand  by  Me,  a  film  of  re¬ 
strained  but  potent  romanticism,  Tea  in 
the  Harem  is  a  harder  look  at  the 
realities  of  life.  If  it  lacks  the  sensitivity 
of  the  other  film,  it  makes  up  for  it  by 
unflinchingly  looking  at  life  as  it  is  liv¬ 
ed,  not  as  it  is  remembered.
